1) identification, 2) Social Security number and 3) residential address (two items).  Customers who have legally 

changed their names must bring additional documentation.

FLOWmobile staff will assist customers who do not 

have the required documents on hand by explaining what documents they need and how to obtain them.  In 

addition to cash and personal checks, the Department accepts the following credit cards: MasterCard, American 

Express and Discover.
